1-4 of 
this reference "discloses changing the property of a folder whereby a file in the folder has the 
compression property set to the folder." 

The Takane and Nishimasa references: The Official Notice stated that these 
references "disclose that when an access right is set to the property of a folder, this setting 
applies to a file, etc. in the folder."
